Paris, May 5.—F ire broke out at 4 
o’clock Tuesday afternoon in a crowd­ 
ed charitable bazaar in the Rue Jean 
Goujon, at which the Duchess d’Uzes 
and 
other 
well-known 
patronesses 
were present. 
Many were burned to 
death and scores of persons were in 
jured. 
One hundred corpses have been laic 
out in the Palais de l’lndustrie. 
It is 
believed th at another hundred are be 
neath the ruins. 
The building was erected in the Aim 
siest m anner, the nudity of scaffolding 
inside being concealed 
by 
tapestry 
hangings of the most inflammable m a­ 
terial. 
Moreover, there was only one 
exit. 
The bazaar was in full swing, 
when suddenly the cry of fire rose in 
the quarter where the kinem atograph 
was being exhibited. 
Before the fire­ 
men could arrive the roof of the ba­ 
zaar crushed in, burying num bers of 
those who had been unable to make 
their egress from the building. 
Al­ 
though an alarm was sent out w ith 
reasonable 
prom ptness 
the 
whole 
wooden structure was 
ablaze 
before 
the firemen could approach the bazaar. 
The roof and alm ost the whole build­ 
ing collapsed, falling upon the unfor­ 
tunate people, m any of whom are sup­ 
posed to have previously succumbed 
to the stifling smoke. 
The prefect, M. Lepine, was one of 
the first 
officials to reach the scene, 
and he directed the operations for the 
recovery of the bodies and distributed 
the injured among the various houses 
of the vicinity. 
The dead were piled in heaps, and 
near the exit the charred rem ains were 
five feet deep. In some cases only the

In­ 
stantly all was commotion. 
“We tried to keep cool, but the rush 
from behind forced us forw ard and we 
were separated. Then I tried to work 
my way back, but I was carried off my 
feet and carried backward and forward 
in the swaying crowd. 
I lost my hat; 
then my coat was torn off; and then my 
waistcoat. All this happened in a few 
seconds.

“Im m ediately the full extent of the 
calam ity dawned upon us 
all. 
The 
flames spread w ith startling rapidity 
through the whole building which rum ­ 
bled like a living furnace, but the up­ 
roar of the conflagration 
could 
not 
drown the groans and cries of the agon- 
zed crowd. Gradually I found myself 
pushed back against the wall of 
the 


3uilding, 
and 
finally 
succeeded 
in 
scram bling through an opening made 
by some of those who were near me. 
Two seconds later I would have been 
a victim, for hardly had I struggled 
through the hole before I 
heard 
dreadful crash as the blazing roof fell 
in. 
T cannot describe the struggle for 
life which ensued. No words can de­ 
pict the horror of the scene. It seems 
as I look back upon It like a hideous 
nightm are. The whole thing was over 
in twelve m inutes 
and 
nothing 
re­ 
m ained but the charred and blackener 
ruins of the bazaar.” 
It appears th a t the fire originated on 
the left side of the bazaar. The ilium

London, May 5.—The Athens corre­ 
spondent of the Daily Mail says the 
m inisters of w ar and of the interior 
have returned from Pharsala and made 
their report to the cabinet. 
It is undestood th a t as the result of 
their inquiry the war will be discon­ 
tinued.

Right of Voluntary Commitment Can 
Also Be Exercised by Paying a 
Minimum Amount For Maintenance 
Temporary Detention Feature Likely 
to Reduce Number of Commitments. 


The new law under which insane 
patients will be committed to the asy­ 
lum is now in force. The bill em anat­ 
ed from the State Medical society in 
cooperation w ith the Bar Association 
and State Board of control. 
The first 
draft was made by the doctors and the 
second by Joshua Stark. 
Afterward 
ex-Chlef Justice Lyon made the third 
draft to oover a wider field of interest 
to the State Board of control. 
Practically the method of commit­ 
ment will not differ so much from the 
old way. 
Under the new law three 
persons will make 
application for 
an inquiry into a person’s m ental 
condition. 
Such 
application 
ie 
made before County Judge Sale only. 
Two physicians are then appointed 
ts 
make the 
examination. 
These 
physicians a; e required to 
give the 
patient notice of the proceeding and 
of his right to a hearing unless it 
would be injurious for him to have 
such notice. 
They 
report to the 
judge, who uses his discretion as to 
bending him uotice, even if tho physi­ 
c k s report against it. 
Tho widest 
discretion is allowed the juuAe. Thus 
he may order the alleged insane per­ 
son to be brought before bim and have 
the examination 
conducted 
by the 
physicians in his presence, or he may 
aet upon the report of the physicians 
at once, or he may order the 
tem ­ 
porary detention of the person pend­ 
ing further medical observation, or he 
may appoint a guardian and litem, 
or he may make any further 
investi­ 
gation of the case, even to ordering a 
jury trial. 


May D em and Jury Trial 
The patient or any friend may be­ 
fore commitment demand a jury trial 
of the question of his sanity; after his 
commitment th a t privilege is only 
accorded to some friend noting in his 
behalf. 
The voluntary commitment clause is 
an im portant innovation in the law. 
By virtue of this a patient can enter 
an insane hospital for treatm ent as he 
would any other hospital. 
He must 
pay a minimum amount, to be deter 
mined by the 
authorities, for his 
maintenance and can leave when he 
desires, 
provided th a t he is in a fit 
condition to go at large. 
This ought 
to reduce the number of commitments, 
as many patients may be persuaded to 
enter the hospital voluntarily rath ar 
than be committed and have the ad 
j a d iatio n of insanity. 
The temporary detention feature is 
also im portant, and if properly carried 
out should reduce the number of com­ 
mitments from one-fourth to one-third. 
It provides for the temporary deten­ 
tion of the alleged insane for further 
medical observation and th a t such de 
tention shall not be in jails or lockups 
Of ten patients thus held for a week 
or two there will be a t least two or 
three whose symptoms will clear up 
aud who will not have to be commit­ 
ted.

LAKE 
BEULAH 
CASE 
ENDED 


W ater Pow er Owner Cannot Lower the 
Lake’s Level, th e Court Says. 
Janesville people who annually visit 
Lake Beulah, and especially the local 
Y. M. 0. A. members who camped 
there last summer, will be interested 
fh this deeision of the supreme court. 
The Lake Beulah ease is chiefly re­ 
markable for its novelty. 
The body 
of water known as Lake Beulah, in 
Walworth county, is formed from 
what, in a state of nature, was a 
ohain of three smaller lakes connected 
by water streams. 
Some forty years 
ago a dam was built at the outlet of 
the lower lake in the chain which 
raised the water to such a degree that 
they formed one body of water that 
was thereafter known as Lake Beulah. 
The power from the dam was used un­ 
til about twenty years ago to operate a 
grist mill. 
About that time the mill 
burned. 
In 1892 the owner leased the 
power to John Howill, who proposed 
to apply it to the operation of rn mill 
at Mukwonago. The right was claim­ 
ed by Ho Witt and the owner of the 
dam to lower that structure, which 
resulted in so lowering the water in 
Lake Beulah that the pleasuie resorts 
were left with a great strip of muddy 
land between them and the lake. The 
owners of the cottages and resorts 
brought suit for an inj inction restrain­ 
ing the owners from lowering the 
wster, and Judge Fish granted the 
la junction. Tne supreme court sus­ 
tained the *nj anoli an.

E lectric P ow er Carriages. 
From Pennsylvania Grit: Some time 
ago Grit printed a picture *>f one of the 
electric carriages introduced in Lon­ 
don, England, where a company has 
established regular omnibus and spe­ 
cial service routes. 
This form convey­ 
ance is now in practical use in Phila- '?■ 
delphia, New York, Boston. Chicago, 
and other large cities of the Union, 
where paved streets are the rule. 
A 
concern which has begun the manu­ 
facture of these vehicles on a 
large 
scale has established headquarters in 
New York City. 
It is as yet only in 
its infancy, and has only about a dozen 
vehicles on exhibition at its salesrooms. 
These arrived from Philadelphia,where 
the factory is situated, about two weeks 
ago. 
Since then they have been oper­ 
ated about the streets. 
There is a mo­ 
tor vehicle wffiich, on Sept. ll, 1896, 
made a five mile run at the Narragan­ 
sett Park races, in Providence, R. I., 
in ll minutes and 27 seconds. 
The 
average time per mile was two min­ 
utes 17 seconds, and it covered the dis­ 
tance at the rate of little more than 
26 miles an hour, establishing a record 
for motor vehicles. 
The hansoms and 
surreys in use are fitted with two 1% 
horse power motors, both attached to 


M arkings on V enus. 
Mr. Percival Lowell’s observations at 
Flagstaff of the “markings” 
on

planet Venus have proved of special 
interest to astronomers.
